tary aid to South Vietnam in it* 
desjierate struggle aaginst Com ­ 
munist guerrillas and subver­ 
sion. 
They are Britain, Thailand an d 
Nationalist China. 
The proffers from Britain a n d 
Thailand hav> been accepted. 
That of Nationalist China is still 
under consideration. 
South Vietnam is eager to g e t 
the latter's military assistance.

U. S. allies urging aid to South 
Vietnam. 
He particularly p ro ­ 
posed economic and technical a s ­ 
sistance to improve the mobility 
and communications of the South 
Vietnamese forces.

The book has been compiled and arranged by Haw­ 
ley Ades, who has been associated with Mr. Waring 
since 19J7 and is regarded as one of America’s most 
skilled arrangers of vocal music.

However, I consider the art work il­ 
lustrating each song It! be one of the book’s most charm­ 
ing features. Another unusual feature sure to be widely 
appreciated by the musician is that some of the songs 
are set for unison singing with piano accompaniment;

number also provide for part-singing by male or treble 
voices.
